4. Claims 2 1 -40 and 42 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 21,24 and 34 have been amended to overcome the prior art. The 

closest prior art, Menard et al. (US 2002/0169539 Al) and Hsiao et al. (US 2003/0233189 Al), 
either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render obvious a first mobile device that 
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switches from being a primary mobile unit to being a secondary mobile unit such that the first 
mobile device transmits the first position information to at least one of the second mobile device 
and a third mobile device for relaying to the central monitoring system, in combination with all 
other limitations in the claim(s) as argued by applicant. 

Claims 22-23 and 42 depend on claim 21. Therefore, they are now allowable. 

Claims 25-33 depend on claim 24. Therefore, they are now allowable. 

Claims 35-40 depend on claim 34. Therefore, they are now allowable.
